FAMOUS CORNELL COACH DIES 
OF APOPLEXY AT HIS 
SUMMER HOME.

AUBURN (N. Y.) July 17.—W. 
Charles Courtney, so-called wizard 
of the Finger Lakes, who had 
coached the Cornell crews which 
held every rowing record in Amer- 
ica, died suddenly at his summer 
home at Farley's Point on Cayuga 
Lake at 11:30 this morning. 

Coach Courtney had been out on 
the lake fishing this morning and 
shortly after 11 o’clock he came in, 
leaving his boat and oars uncared 
for, a departure from his usual 
methodical habits.

“If we folks in America perrist in 
prohibition, we will force the world 
into line as a matter of self- 
defense,” he asserted, touching on 
the battic which the Anti-Saloon 
League of the United States is now 
wacing overseas “England and 
the whole of continental Europe are 
watching to see Wuat America is go- 
ing to do with this dry issue. Our 
responsibility in this matter is the 
wreatest ever laid on any country 
and to ‘fail will be a world-wide 
calamity.’ Drifting into a humorous 
vein the crusader paid this tribute te 
Lenine and Trotzky, Russian Bol- 
shevik leaders, ag being the expon- 
ents of the dry code for purely busi- 
neas reasons: 

“T.enine and Trotzky learned early 
in the game that their murders 
couldn't be efficiently done except by 
men with sober heads. They knew, 
moreover, that the Red army of 
Russia couldn't be held together ex: 
cept through. prohibition.”

“Figures of the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines.” said Mr. Maxson, 
“show that on June 30, 1917, Cali- 
fornia refineries had on hand in 
stocks which correspond with the 
goods which a merchant has on his 
shelves in his warehouse to supply 


gallons of gasoline. Within one 
year and a half from that date, or 
on Jan. 1, 1919, these stocks had 
been reduced to 32,065,025 gallons, 
the other 39,561,138 having been 
withdrawn to supply the market, 
the demands of which exceeded the 
total output of the refiners by that 


figure.

This 
means that without the consent of his wife 
in writing no man can provide for relatives 
who are dependent upon him for support, 
nor can he make any provision for charities 
in which he may be interested.

Wholesale liquor dealers who have

rohibition Act, engaged in the sale 
of distilled spirits and wines for non- 
beverage purposes, are subject to a 
special tax of $100 a year. 

Retail uor dealers, confined 
strictly to dispensing acists 
who can sei] distilled spirits and 
wines on rescriptions authorized 
under the Nationa] Prohibition Act, 
are subject to a special tax of $25. 

Manufacturers and wholesale and 
retail dealers in ol argarine, 
adulterated butter and fil cheese, 
and persons eng in the manu- 
facture of mixed flour also are sub- 
ject to special taxes.

t e inquiry into soviet Russia, which 

been planned by the Interna- 
eh Labor Conference, set up by 
the Treaty of Versailles, are to be 
completed by the time the answer 
of the soviets is received to. the ap- 
petation sent them for permission 
tour Ruasia. 

The tour is looked upon as part 
of the essential ground work of the 
labor conference. It is felt by the 
heads of the conference that if the 
work of labor organization is to be 
made really effective, it must stretch 
right across the world. Though the 
social conditions of widely separated 
countries are widely different and 
the peculiar industrial needs of each 

must be taken into account, it is 
felt that cognizance of labor condi- 
tions, prevailing in each, must be 
taken into account before world- 
wide legislation can be planned. 

Russia is looked upon as the crux 
of the world's iabor situation at 
present. Her peoples have heark- 
ened to and followed those who have 
denounced the existing order with 
the most fanatic fury. And this 
denunciation has been sustained by 
so fierce an exaltation that it has 
produced the strangest unrest in the 
working classes of other peoples. 
Bolshev.sm has co to e&Xercise over 
men’s imaginations a ‘kind of dis- 
qui fascination. The Feench his- 
tori Michelet said more than fifty 
years ago that “Russia weuld poison 
Europe." A true prophecy, indeed, 
which has seemed. at times son the 
verge of fulfillment: 

In such a Situation, the labor 
conference believes that there is one 
task which must. taKe précedence}. 
over all others: to out atid dis- 
peover the truth concerning Russia: 


At its fipst meeting in January, the 
body of the International 
wabor Conference received the sug-

work. Its next conference is to be 
held in Genoa, where technical ad- 
visers will assist it in the fogmula- 
tion of proposed seamen’s legislation, 
giving the eight-hour day, better 
ship accommodation and protection 
againat unemployment to seamen. 
Another gigantic field which the con- 


‘ference is to enter is presented by 


the condition of workers on the 
land. The progress of machinery 
and of chemical invention does not 
prevent agriculture from being de- 
pendent on the forces of nature, the 
alternation of the seasons and the 
siow progress of ‘organic gro@th. 
But the land workers, too, are suf- 
fering from injustice under various 
forms. They, too, long for better 
things. ana in some countries they 
are still seeking the elementary Iib- 
erties that are not theirs. 

The labor conference has decided 
that the conference of 1921 shall 
deal with workers on the land and 
shall see how, in every country, the 
gsarne benefits can be sec for 
them as have already been won for 
workers in industry. This, the con- 
ference believes, would mark the 
fruition of the first attempt to raise 
at once to a higher level of living 
and eijvilization:the workers.on the 
land, the workers on the sea ang 
the workers in industry. 


The machinery of the écuiiorenes 
and the status of its legislation is as 
follows: Authorized by Part XIII 
of the soviet Russia peace treaty. 
it is an official diplomatic organiza- 
tien, but at the same time it is in 
close touch with the masses and 
inctudes 
workers and employers. The con- 
ference itself is composed of four 
delegates from each of the signatory 
governments, one of each four hav- 
ing been chosen by the most repre- 
sentative employers’ organization in 
the tountry it represents, and one 
by the most representative workers’ 
organization. The conference is a 
kind of international parliament, 
but it cannot make laws, Each 
state is still too jealous of fts na- 
tional sovereignty to submit to laws 
passed bv a super-parliament. What 
the conference does, then, is to draw 
up draft conventions for submission 
to each government for ratification, 
or to put before them recommenda- 
tions which must be taken into ac- 
count by each country’s legislature. 

The driving foree of the labor 
conference lies in the fact that the 
governments are bound bv 
their engagements to submit the 
draft conventions to their .parlia- 
ments, under pain of the enforce- 
ment of economic sanctions, e.. 
of suffering certain commercial dep- 
rivations.

SUICIDE WITH FILMS. 


FRANCE WANTS OUR VIEWS 
OF DOMESTIC LIFE ON 


A brand new angle on the effect 
of the films is indicated in the fact 
that the aid of American notion pic- 
tures is sought to save France from 


race suicide. News of this latter 
move was made known in a com- 
munication received today by. Lou 
Anger, . production manager pf the 
Metro-Buster Keaton Film Com- 
pany, from the film company’s Paris 
exchange. 

“This letter tells that comedies 
showing only the bright side. of mar- 
ried life are meeting with more 
favor at the hands of patriotic own- 
ers of French cinema houses, and 
who knows of a Frenchman who is 
not patriotic?” Mr. Anger said in 
discussing the forelgn communica- 
tion. 

“The fear of race suicide has been 
uppermost there for many years and 
the gravity with which the French 
government regards this problem 
was shown by the recent passage of 
a bill authorizing the payment of 
bonuses to parents of large families. 

“American motion pictures are 
shown throughout the sister repub- 
lic and are belteved to have a strong 
influence on its citizens. Now, ac- 
cording to some film comedies, suc- 
cess in matrimony is based on an 
ability to dodge rolling pins and 
fiatirons, digest castiron examples 
of the bride's attempts at baking, 
and to withstand the effects of 
walking the floor all night with two 
armfuls of offspring. 

“Probably the French govern- 
ment believes that such scenes as 
these coupled with what may be ex- 
aggerated exposes of the hardships 
caused by the high cost of living 
are rot likely to hurry a struggling 
and matrimonially inclined youth 
in his proposal.

Small — 


“Being Turned 
Away — City. 

Erection of Urged 
as Civic Project. 


That nationally known Industries 
and manufacturing plants are being 
turned away from Los Angeles be- 
cause of the lack of proper housing 
facilities for them was the state- 
ment made yesterday by Frank Wig- 
Zins, secretary of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce. Since the 
firat of the year, six manufacturers. 
makers of products known through- 
Out the country, have been turned 
away, says Mr. Wiggins, and many 
‘other smaller concerns, wishing to 
establish themselves on the Pacific 
‘Coast, have Ween forced to seek lo- 
cations elsewhere on account of the 
limited housing facilities here for 
light manufacturing concerns. 

The remedy suggested for this sit- 


‘uation by Mr. Wiggins is the con- 


struction of a manufacturing buitd- 
ing of light steel and concrete type, 
with steel sash windows, to be sub- 
let In smaller units to the manufac- 
turers who wish to establish here. 
This can profitably be done by pri- 
vate enterprise, declares Mr. Wig- 
gins, although it is a matter of suf- 
ficient importance to the develop- 


‘ment of the community to wartant 


making it a civic enterprise. 
MANY SITES AVAILABLE. 

There are many fine sites in Los 
‘Angeles which could be utilized for 
industrial buildings, and many of 
the owners of these properties are 
willing to erect buildings to house 
emall manufacturing concerns.

The majority of firme who wish tc 
locate here, says Mr. Wiggins, wil! 
not andertake a lease for more than 
six or seven years, for the reasor 
that the manufacturer, in « most 
cases, expects to build and operate 
his own plant here, after he has be- 
come well established. For this rea- 
son the Chamber of Commerce, it 
most instances, is unable to Lring 
about an agreement between’ the 
owner of the industrial site and the 
manufacturer, who then turns to 
some of the other Pacific Coast cities 
where better facilities are readily 
available. 

PLANS OF OTHER CITIES. 

In Oakland, it is pointed out, an 
immense factory building, to take 
care of such cases as these, is under 
construction, 
are planned for other cities. Chi- 
cago has undertaken the construc- 
tion of a great industrial center to 
house manufacturing plants. The 
Long Beach Chamber of Commerce 
has taken Tinder consideration the 
erection of such a building to house 
small industries until: such time 45 
they wish to build their own plants. 

“What we need imperatively is a 
modern loft building, containing 
from 250.000 to 200,000 square feet 
of floor space to care for such cases,’ 
deciared Mr. Wiggins. “The build- 
ing should be properly located and 


Preferably a structure of this kind 
should be located somewhere be- 
tween os Angeles and Figueroa 
streets, since most of the manufac- 
turing concerns who come here to 
look over the field seem to prefer to 
remain west of Main street. 

“I believe that either loca! business 
men or the city should take up 4| 
project of this kind. At the present 
time legitimate manufacturing con- 
cerns are being turned away from 
the city. In many cases the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has worked six 
months to get a manufacturer to 
come here to look over the field, and 
often when we get these manufac- 
turers here, we cannot accommodate 
them. The eastern manufacturer 
who comes here does not care any- 
thing about climate or scenery. He 
is looking for a suitaWle building 
where he can manufacture his prod- 
uct profitably. We have the water. 
the power and the harbor facilities. 
developed through civic enterprise. 
for such concerns, ut cannot 
house them. 

WILL BUILD OWN PLANTS. 


“It must be borne in mind that 
these manufacturers, once estab- 
lished here, are here to stay in most 
cases, and ‘they will expand and 
build their own factories when their 
business grows.

who want to go to America, but 
cannot.

they can flit to the land of plenty 
in the west. 

Many of them have relatives or 
friends in America, or at least say 


they have. But the doors of | 


America are closed unless it is clear- 
ly proven the applicant is not a 
Bolehevik and will not become a 
pub charge in the United States. 
All the singers, dancers and artists 
want to go to New York. But ap- 
plications for permission are denied 
unless the performers can show an 
actual contract with some reputable 
manager. 

Serbia and Italy are the only 
two countries into which Russians 
can gain admission with ease and 
even they are very cautious about 
admitting persons suspected of Bol- 
shevist tendencies. 

There are more Russians than 
any other nationality in the for- 
eign districts of the city. Russian 
commission shops have been op- 
ened, where refugees offer their 
diamonds, laces and other finery for 


‘gale. Big Russians and little Rus- 


sians, Laplanders, Siberians, Georg- 
ians and Cossacks, of all the various 
tribes, have been shuttled into Con- 
stantinople by the Red wave which 
swept them over the Black Sea. 
Hotels are filled with Russian 
barons, counts and princes, espe- 
cially princes, for every third high- 
class Russian in Turkey. seems to be

Divorces Too Easily Secured, 
Believes Texas Jurist. 
Those Who Stay to Them- 
selves Usually Are Happy. 


Too Many Schemes for Enter- 
tainment Provided. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. ) 

SAN ANTONIO, July 15.—‘There 
is no State in the Union as easy to 
obtain a divorce in, as Texas,” said 
Judge W. 8. Anderson of the Dis- 
trict Court here, who has granted 
7000 divorces during the seven 
years he has been in office. 

“The law here does not require 
that the plaintiff shall be corrob- 
orated in his or her testimony in 
order to procure a divorce and the 
court can make no order compelling 
the husband and father to support} Gen. 
his children, except during the time 
that the suit is pending. 

‘Two-thirds of all the divorces 
granted are to persons under 30 
years of age and  nine-tenths of 
them have the idea of remarriage 
in their minds when they apply for 
divorce. 

CAUSE IS TRACED. 

“In many cases the causes of es- 
tranmgement can be traced back to 
the fact that the wife worked in 


the woman becomes independent 
and goes outside the home every 
day’ they both become interested in 
other people, and are soon wholly 
uncongenial. 

“Few divorces ever occur where 
the wife stays at home attending 
to the duties of home and mother- 
hood,

In commenting upon the present 
acute shortage of gasoline, Ralph 
Hamlin, the local distributor of 
Quaker State Oil, said: “The many 
substitutes for gas that have been 
used as a result of the gas famine 
seem to serve the purpose after a 
fashion, but are mostly of a low 
grade, which imposes an additional 
hardship on the motor of a car, that 
makes efficient lubrication even more 
essential.

flooded with an oil that will stand 
up under the added strain of the 
low-grade fuel, the ill effects of the 
latter are partially counteracted, 
The most noticeable effects of 
using mixtures of gasoline and kero- 
séne or distillate, or any of the hun- 
dred and one substitutes that have 
been tried, is that they leave an al- 
normal deposit of carbon in the 
valves and that more or less difficulty 
is encountered in starting the car. 
Carburetor trouble is also a symp- 
tom of using a low-grade fuel.

The nesults 
have wniformly been the same, namely & re- 
markably quick growth, heavy tonnage, and 
seed bearing the same season. 

Eastern agronomists are prophesying a 
bright future for the new clover. Unques 
tlonably it will revofutionize crop rotation 
systems in certain parts of the corn belt and 
its use as a green manuring and soil build- 
ing crop is bound to make it an exceedingly 
valuable addition to the agriculture of the 
great Middle West. In a similar fashion it 
would seem to offer much to the citrus grow- 
er for green manuring purposes. 

All the reports agree that at three to four 
months after planting growths of four, five 
and even six feet may be expected and cer- 
tain strains have even been isolated which 
have begun to come into bloom at two and 
a half months after seeding. Planted at the 
same time with ordinary Liennial sweet clo- 
ver, biennial yellow clover and our common 
cover crop clover melilotus indica, at three 
and a half months, the biennial clover had 
made a growth of twelve to fourteen inches, 
the two-year-vellow clover eight to ten 
inches and melilotus iudica only nine inches, 
while the new clover showed three to four 
and a half feet of fine vigorous growth and 
seed spikes up to fourteen inches in length.

In the Southwest, where there is more 
dust raised in farm work than in any other 
part of the country, it is important that the 
farmer should be sure that the tractor he is 
considering has an air purifier attached to 
the air intake of the carburetor. There 
are many good types of air purifiers. In 
some of these clarifiers, the air goes through 
water; in others it is screcned through wool 
or cotton. Practically all tractors have air 
purifiers. If dirt is allowed to get into the 
motor, it will have a shorter life. 

Be sure that the tractor is properly 
equipped with fenders, to protect the 
operator, and, if the buyer is an orchardist, 
to protect low hanging limbs. When a man 
sits on a machine which has two revolving 
wheels beside him unprotected by fenders, 
he is in danger of injury. If the machine 
comes up to thé farmer's requirements other- 
wise, and has no fenders, they should be 
made for the tractor before it is operated. 

‘The seat arrangement is impertant. Near- 
ly every machine now has an extension con- 
trol whereby it may be operated from the 
seat on the implement, yet in soil prepara- 
tion work the tractor is directly controlled. 

Although gasoline probably gives a some. 
what greater ease of Operation than kero- 
sene, the latter is a cheaper fuel, costing 
from $2 to $4 per day less, according to the 
length of the day's work, and the size of 
the tractor. The question of which fuel to 
use is one of personal opinion. Some farm- 
ers would not use kerosene on a bet; others 
swear by the kerosene tractor, It ts certain, 
however, that, when distillate is available, it 
can be used instead of gasoline in tatters! 
specifying that fuel. .

Space between the plants is equally 
necessary. The seed potatoes are set 
three and one-half inches deep and eighteen 
inches apart in the rows. During the 100 
days that the crop was in the ground, the 
potatoes were irrigated three times, and 
they were cultivated just as soon as the 
ground was dry enough, so that it would 


work easily. Close watch was kept on the 


ground and when it was necessary 


down five inches to find moist ground the 


water was turned on. 


In past years the potato growers in the|- 


district had considered losses through the 
disease known as “blackheart,” but it has 
not been evident anywhere this season. 
Mr. Harvey is of the opinion that while oth- 
er factors may be involved in producing 
this 
when it fs needed by the potatoes certain- 
ly fosters the disease if it does not cause 
it. He points out the case of Won Gar, 
a successful Chinese grower of potatoes 
who, out of his 200 acres in spuds, had 
forty. acres for which he was unable to 
get water unti] several weeks after mois- 


ture was really needed. The result was 


that on that particular forty acres the po 
tatoes were almost destroyed by the black- 
heart, while the other 160 acres growing 
in the same kind of ground, only a short 
distance away, and receiving the same 
kind of care and cultivation, but watered 
earlier, were absolutely free from the dis- 
ease. 


Another point on which Mr. Harvey lays 
great emphasis, is the proper leveling of 
the ground. As great care should be given 
to avoid high and low spots, he says, as 
in preparing land for alfalfa. It is his 
experience that the presence of low spots 
in the field where the water forms in little 
pools is largely responsible for scabby po- 
tatoes, and while he is not positive that it 
causes the disease, a surplus of water in 
certain spots causes conditions favorable 
for the development of the trouble. - 

As showing the possibility in the combi- 
nation of potatoes and another crop in the 
same year, the field which gave this yield 
of potatoes is now planted in corn which is 
six inches above the ground and will be 
ready for harvesting about September 10. 


The sales of potatoes were made right on 


the ground, the purchasers being buyers 
who inspected the crop and paid from six 
to six and a half cents per pound. Mr. 
Harvey's average was sixty-one sacks per 
acre.
